Women's committee focuses on expanded field

The expansion of the Division I Women's 
Basketball Championship from 48 to B4 
teams presents a major loj^isiic al challenge 
for members of the NtlAA Division I Wo 
men's Basketball Committee and the nation- 
al office championships stall. 



The addition of 16 teams has changed the 
overall make-up of the tournament in more 
ways than just mere numbers. 

Because of the elimination of first round 
byes in the championship, the number of 
first-round games doubles this year from 16 
to 32.

Academic-enhancement 
fund expected to go up 



The money provided to each 
Division I institution by the acade- 
mic-enhancement fund of the 
NCAA revenue-distribution plan 
will be increased by 33 percent if a 
recommendation by the NCAA 
Special Advisory Committee to 
Review Recoinmendations Regard- 
ing Distribution of Revenues is 
approved. 

The committee, which met 
March 1 in Chicago, proposed to 
the NCAA Executive Committee 
that each Division I member insti 
tution should receive $4(),()0() from 
the \<m fund. In 1991 and 1992, 
the first twfj years of the revenue 



distribution plan, the amount was 
$2.'),000. In 1993, it was increased 
to $3(),0()0, where it remains. 

In recommending the increase, 
the ccjmmittee is following through 
on its belief that the academic- 
enhancement fund needs to be a 
significant part of the overall plan, 
rhe fund is designed to aid acade- 
mic-support programs for student- 
athletes at Division ItttsHWBoiwby 
making it possible for the institu- 
tion to acquire adequate ecjuip- 
ment, supplies and personnel for 
that purpose.

The forms were 
sent to 39 Division I and 2.^) Division 
II institutions that previously agreed 
to participate in the survey. 

The student-athletes will repre- 
sent all teams sponsored by an insti- 
tution. The schools have been 
asked to return the completed sur- 
vey forms by May I .

Senior night 
bittersweet 

Almost regardless of the circumstances, 
most student athlctes duriiicr their senior 
year treasure the last game played in the 
home stadium or arena. For University of 
Tampa men's basketball player DeCarlo 
Deveaux, Senior Night was a bittersweet 
one. 

Barely 12 hours after learning thai his 
older brother, Drexel, had been shot to 
death, Deveaux pulled on his No. .'?2 jersey 
— the same number his brother wore at 
Tampa from 1987 to 1991 — for the last 
time at home and took to the floor. 

"No disrespect meant to him," Deveaux 
told the Tampa Tribune about why he 
played in the team's February 2.') home 
finale against Eckerd College. "Deep down 
in my heart, I know he would want nie to 
play. I know that. And from now on, I'm 
number 32. That's the only thing I can do 
to honor him right now." 

Deveaux would have made Drexel 
extremely proud. He scored 31 points iti 
the game, helping lead Tampa to victory. 
Deveaux's mother, Sandra Gow, traveled 
from her home in Freeport, Bahamas, to 
watch her son play in his last home game. 
She said the game provicled her a brief 
escape from grieving. 

"I was able to forget my sorrow for a few 
minutes and get into the game and pull for 
Tampa," Gow said. "I think he played very 
well under the circumstances. His brother 
was a driving force, an example he always 
wanted to follow." 

Community leaders

Vacancies on the NCAA Men's 
and Women's Committee on Com 
mittees and Nominating Committee 
will be filled by the NCL\A Council 
during its April meeting in Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

Member institutions arc invited 
to submit written noininations for 
these vacancies, which must be 
received by Fannie B. Vaughan, 
executive assistant, no later than 
March 23, 1994. 

Legislation adopted at the 1994 
NCAA Convention provides that 
both the membership of the Men's 
Committee fjn Committees and the 
Women's Committee on Com 
mittees shall include at least three 
ethnic minorities, with at least one 
from each division. These require 
ments will be met by attrition, in 
accordance with the policy that no 
current member will serve less time 
than would have been possible had 
the legislation not been adopted. 
Wltcn vacancies occur, the appro- 
priate appointments will be made 



so that the committees confonn to 
the new bylaw recjuiremcnts. 

In addition, new legislation also 
has been adopted that will alter the 
structure of the Nominating Com- 
mittee. Those new reciuirements 
also will be met by attrition.

Wheelchair sports 
deserve fair play

While colleges and universities are trying 
to fulfill the requirements of Title IX with 
regard to sports opportunities for women, 
they should not overlook the equally Icgiti 
male claims of wheelchair at hletes under the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). 

It makes little sense to reconfigure athletics 
programs to comply with Title IX without 
addressing ADA requirements at the same 
time because the legal obligations already are 
in effect for both. Wliether women athletes 
and wheelchair athletes should be funded 
from the always-stretched athletics budget no 
longer is open to question. The law has 
included both groups now, not when funding 
for established sports will not be diminished 
or even after the requirements for funding 
women's programs have been fulfilled. The 
requirements are clear: fund both now. 

For most colleges and universities, address- 
ing these requirements will mean rethinking 
their approach and perhaps attitude toward 
meeting the needs of wheelchair athletes. 
Virtually no wheelchair sports are included 
in university or college athletics depart ments. 
Most wheelchair sports are part of a rehabili- 
tation program or of a special-services pro- 
gram for the physically disabled. 

The first step for these institutions is to 
move wheelchair athletics into the athletics 
department where they belong. Some people 
may protest that wheelchair sports arc not 
really athletic and do not belong in the ath- 
letics department. The most appropriate 
response to this objection may be to chal- 
lenge the protesters to try a game of wheel- 
chair basketball, a downhill run on one .ski, 
or perhaps a marathon in a wheelchair, and 
let them learn from experience. 

It also is time that wheelchair sports were 
recognized and supported by the collegiate 
athletics associations. Despite the fact that 
there is organized international competition 
in many of these sports, neither the NCAA 
nor the NAIA officially recognizes and 
includes these sports, ostensibly because not 
enough institutions field teams in them. 

This is no justification for continuing to 
discriminate against sports played in wheel- 
chairs or against the athletes who play them. 
If only a few institutions field teams in these 
sports, few resources will be needed and the 
association's cost will be minimal.

Clearinghouse needs information flow 



B.J. Skelioii was right to tiy lo "set the 
record siraiglii" aboui tlie new NCAA 
Initial-Eligitjility Clearinghouse in his 
January 26 editorial in The NCAA News. 

As someone who works at itie institu- 
tional level with the clearinghouse every 
day, I know first-hand about the existing 
Cfjnfusicjn. I am grateful that Mr. Skcllon 
tried to erase some of the misinforma- 
lion about the ( Icatingliouse, and I hope 
he and the otlier members of the Special 
Cxjinmittee to Oversee Implementation 
of the NCAA Initial-Eligibility Clear 
inghouse continue this help until the 
confusion subsides. 

For now, the frustration level is rising 
on our campus as coaches, academic 
counselors and compliance-office 
staffers try lo work our prospects 
through this new system. Please, any 
help is much appreciated. 

ITie clearinghouse is a gi'cai idea that 
will save time and resources at both the 
collegiate and high-school levels. 
However, those benefits are still at least 
a year away. Before any savings are 
reaped at either level, we all will liave 
to go through much more than simple 
"growing pains." I' lying lo gel all ol Our 
incoming students ccitificd as eligible 
by the time school starts this fall will be 
a challenge; getling early visit.s ;ipproved 
in the fall will be a miracle. 

I'he largest prolilcm simply is mak- 
ing sure thai ihe high-school seniors 
know that they have to go thrcjugh the 
clcaringliouse to be eligible to play this 
fall. Mr. Skellon notes that clearing- 
Viouse information was mailed lo more 
than 26,000 high schools last year; how- 
ever, that has not translated into knowl- 
edgeable high-school counselors or stu- 
dents. 

Injanuaiy of this year, we received a 
phone call from the parent of a high- 
school senior who definitely would play 
Division I or II ice hockey. The parent 
said that his son, with more than half of 
his senior year completed, just heard 
alxjut the clearinghouse within the last 
week, even after being recruited by 
more than a dozen institutions. 

Altogether, of the more than 100 
high-school seniors that our instituliori 
is curremly tracking in the clearing- 
house, only (')8 percent have seru in 
their student l elease fomis. Our loatTi- 
es and staff ol>viously need to take on a 
larger role in increasing tfiis percent- 
age, but the fact slill stands thai the 
clcaringliouse information has riot gcjt-

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ten to the students who mcjst need that 
infomiation. 

However, getting the information to 
the students and getting them lo send 
in a student release form is only pail oi 
the battle. High-school counselors must 
send in transcripts and 48H forms. If 
there is a problem with either, the coun- 
selor must send in more records. 
Students and/ or parents must see that 
test scores are sent directly to the clear- 
inghouse from the testing agency. (Do 
not forget that this probably will cost 
another 

While these fonns always have been 
required, they always were recjuircd by 
the institution, not the clearinghouse. 
Counselors want to know why we, the 
institution, cannot call the clearing- 
house and have them change a 48-H 
form if we know it is wrong, and parents 
do not understand why they must send 
the test score to the clearinghouse when 
it already was sent to the institution. 

T he (|ueslions keep coming as the 
high-school counselors, coaches, prin- 
cipals, students and parents learn about 
this system one athlete at a time — each 
cjuestion taking more and more time 
away from our deadline to gaiti fhial 
certification for all of our new student 
athletes this fall. 

At our institution, we redoubled our 
efforts to get our prospects cenified as 
eligible by August 1 , 1 994. We sent out 
the needed forms directly to the student 
and his or licr parents, we created an 
outline of tasks for the counselors to fol- 
low for each prospect, and we work with 
the parents as they call and ask for help. 
Still, we are a long way from getting all 
of our signed prospects certified as eli- 
gible to play this fall. Cuneruly, less tlian 
10 percent of the athletes we have 
signed are preliminarily eligible. 

In sum, we need more help in setting 
the record straight about the clearing 
house before the clearinghouse sets a 
record for the most ineligible first-year 
student athletes.

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Softball basking in the glow of popularity svirge

Even though Olympic competi 
lion for 1994 has come to a close, 
Softball fans haven't lost any of the 
Olympic spirit. 

Since the June 1991 Ituemational 
Olympic Committee announce- 
ment that Softball will be a medal 
sport beginning in 1996, imeresi in 
the sport has reached an all time 
high. 

That interest is having a positive 
impact on NCAA softball competi- 
tion. 

In 1991, 1,881 fans attended the 
Women's College World Series 
championship game. Following the 
news of Softball's Olympic status, 
the 1992 championship game drew 
2,501 fans. As the 1996 Games get 
closer, Softball's popularity contin 
ues to grow; the 1993 championship 
game drew a record 3,138 specta- 
tors. 

Multiple factors 

But while the Olympic movement 
certainly has helped softball grow, 
there are other factors to remem- 
ber, said Jay Miller, a member of 
the NCAA Women's Softball 
Committee and head coach at the 
University of Missouri, Columbia. 

"I think, the Olympics are part of 
it," he said. "That and the whole 
gendcr-ecjuity movement tied 
together are factors. They all work 
together to bring softball to the 
forefront." 

Until recently, the sport labored 
to achieve more than just a small 
share of attention in athletics. 

Miller pointed to a lack of mar- 
keting, promotions and facilities as 
contributors to the problem. 

"Our sport hasn't been very well 
marketed in the past. We were not 
in the best facilities. It was hard to 
get people to come out," he said. 

But with Softball's official recog- 
nition by the Olympic movement, 
teams now are having much more 
success attracting fans. 

"Our attendance has been ris 
ing," Miller noted. "The Olympics 
will increase that. Whether the

Olympic team wins or loses, it will 
only increase the visibility of the 
sport." 

U.S. finish is key 

Cindy Bristow, director of natirjn- 
al teams and coaching develop- 
ment at the Amateur Softball 
Association USA, agreed that the 
U.S. team can give the sport a larg- 
er stage. However, she cautioned 
that the team's finish may affect 
how fast the sport grows. 

"It depends on how we do," she 
said. "If we win the gold medal, 
we'll be on television. There could 
be a bigger explosion (in the sport's 
jXJpularity). If things don't work out, 
interest may taper off. With the 
commitment we have made — time- 
wise, financially and athletically — 
wc should do well." 

At least sfjme of the fmits of that 
comniitineru will be on display even 
before the Olympics. 

Miller said, " There will be more 
softball on television in the years 
leading up to the Olympics. There 
will be more collegiate softball on 



television leading up to the 
Olympics. The fight to get more 
coverage has been a slow, evolu- 
tionary process." 

introducing the stars 

Part of the process has been get- 
ting viewers hooked on the stars of 
the game. 

Just as Major League Baseball's 
fans may be drawn to the game by 
the play of a Barry Bonds, softball 
may reach fans with an athlete like 
University of California, Los An- 
geles, standout Lisa Fernandez, 
who can pitch, hit and field. 

Bristow recognizes the benefils 
that resulted from having marrjuee 
players like Fernandez in last year's 
televised NCAA Division I Women's 
Softball C^hampionship. 

"We had a personality," she said. 
"Pec)ple knew about Lisa Fernan 
dcz because they saw her on lelevi 
sion. They came out to sec her. 

"We have other athletes of her 
caliber. Our job is to turn them into 
personalities." 



Miller agreed. "The stars are 
there. The more recognition they 
receive, the better it is for the sport 
in general. The recognition they 
are receiving will help players in the 
future." 

Players for the 1996 {)lympic 
team have not been chosen yet. 
Prospective players arc in a contin- 
ual process of trying out at various 
camps and events, which are sched 
ulled through September 1 995. Stops 
along the path to Olympic glory 
include the U.S. Olympic Festival, 
which will be held in St. Louis, and 
the world championships in Can- 
ada. 

Challenge to collegians 

The conipelilion for spols on the 
team rosier will be intense. 
Although Bristow said the nation 
al-team selection committee wants 
to give as many athletes as much 
experience as possible, the process 
may present a challenge for colle 
giaie athletes.

These sports already are orga 
nized at minimal expense outside 
the associations; what they lack is 
recognition. On the other hand, if 
the NCAA and the NAIA continue 
to exclude wheelchair athletics 
from recognition, even fewer insti- 
tutions will be encouraged to field 
teams, and opportunities for wheel- 
chair athletes will continue to exist 
only outside the recognized struc- 
tures of intercollegiate athletics. 

A cautionary note should be 
found in the history of the treat- 
ment of women's athletics by col- 
leges and universities. Women's 
sports have been discriminated 
against for many years, often forced 
to compete with unequal funding 
and under special conditions and 
rules that reduced competition and 
diminished the development of 
strength and skills. 

Sitice the passage of the Title IX 
legislation, women have turned to 



the courts for equal protection 
under the law. Until the NCAA and 
NAIA recognize and encourage 
wheelchair athletics, those sports 
likely will continue to be under- 
funded or even unavailable to 
many collegiate athletes outside 
metropolitan areas — until wheel- 
chair athletes are forced to turn to 
the legal system under the ADA. If 
equal status and recognition by 
both institutions and the associa- 
tions occur as they should, howev- 
er, wheelchair athletes will not have 
to use the law courts to establish 
their claims. 

It is probable that official recog 
nition and supfjort would lead to a 
much more inclusive conference 
structure also, one that would stim- 
ulate new interest and participation 
in wheelchair athletics, develop suf- 
ficient external support to meet 
appropriate needs, and avoid 
unnecessary expenses. 

If institutions and associations 



make it necessary for wheelchair 
athletes to seek redress in court, like 
women athletes in recent years, the 
resulting decisions are almost cer- 
tain to be much more expensive, far 
less satisfactory, and very far reach- 
ing. The law is already established, 
so what justification is there for con- 
tinuing to delay recognition and to 
deny inclusion? 

Some may object that institutions 
already arc pressed to maintain 
their existing programs and meet 
the requirements, of Title IX, so why 
should they undertake to meet yet 
another claim on limited resources? 
It also may be argued that popular 
but expensive programs such as 
football, which generate revenue 
for some institutions, may have few- 
er resources available to them if 
funds are diverted to achieve equi- 
ty for wheelchair athletes. 

This is true, but no more so than 
for meeting institutional obligations 
for woman athletes under Title IX. 



What is ec|ually true is that the 
courts are not sympathetic to those 
arguments. 

The courts have ordered repeat- 
edly that s|X)rts for women must be 
funded on the same basis as sports 
for men. Similar rulings are likely 
for wheelchair athletes under the 
ADA. 

It seems far more reasonable, 
and fair, for institutions simply to 
recognize and support wheelchair 
athletics in appropriate ways now. 
It is likely, even probable, that 
wheelchair athletes at such institu- 
tions will be sufiRciently encouraged 
by affirmative efforts by the institu- 
tion that they will join in building 
support for their sports and avoid 
litigation altogether. After all, 
wheelchair athletes arc used to 
overcoming obstacles; they typical- 
ly overcome more obstacles in a day 
than most able athletes face in a 
year, and they do not quit

every four years," Bristow said.

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Team-only format in n tennis gains momentum 



Regional qualifying overwhelmingfy supported in I 



Seventy-five p>ett:ent of Division I women's tennis coaches and admin- 
istrators favor a championships format that includes regional qualify- 
ing, according to results of a survey conducted by the Division I wom- 
en's subcommittee of the NCAA Men's and Women's Tennis 
Committee. 

The subcommittee recently surveyed head coaches, senior woman 
administrators and conference administrators on whether they favor 
altering the current chatopionships format to include regional quali- 
fying. Presently, the championships field consists of the nation's top 
20 teaiQs as selected by the Division I subcommittee. 

Under a regional-qualifying format, a predetermined number of 
teams in each of the six Division 1 women's tennis regions would com- 
pete to advance to the nzitional championships. Division I men's ten- 
nis is the only championships currently using regional qualifying. 

'AlotaTcMMte' 

"There's been a lot of debate on the issue " said Elizabeth Murphcy, 
senior associate athletics director at the University of Georgia and chair 
of the Division I women's tennis sUbcoimUittee. "It has been discussed 
at our championships and annual meeting. Our women's group works 
to be thorough in making decisions. The survey gives us another dimen- 
sion in deciding what is best and fair for Division I women's tennis. 
We will evaluate thoroughly the results and the impact of the first year 
of regional qualifying in the Division I men's championship." 

Murphey says the subcommittee hopes to make a decision on region- 
al qualifying at the NCAA Men's and Women's Tennis Committee 
meeting in July. A recommendation to adopt regional qualifying would 
have to be forwarded to tlie NCAA Executive Committee for approval. 

The survey was drafted by Jan Brogan, women's tennis coach at the 
University of California, Berkeley, with assistance from Cissie Leary, 
women's tennis coach at the University of Pennsylvania. Both are mem- 
bers of the Division I women's subcommittee. 

Survey responses from the nation's 25 top-ranked teams (as of 
December 7, 1993) also were tallied. 

Rssuhs 

Overall, survey results clearly indicate a preference for regional- 
qualifying play. Of 224 respondents, 168 (75.0 percent) favor adopmng 
such a format, while 49 (21 .9 percent) are opposed. 

Those associated witli the 25 top-ranked institutions were not so sup- 
portive. Of 20 institutions responding, 11 (55 percent) voted against 
regional quedifying. 

While regional qualifying was the focus of the survey, coaches and 



administrator also were asked about implementation of a team-only 
format, as vyell as questions about team-championship field size and 
competition format 

On the issue of implementing a team-only formal, more than 60 per- 
cent of those surveyed were opposed, while two^thirds (66.6 percent) 
voted in favor of holding individual championships as a non-NCAA 
event if a team-only format is adopted Both questions were based on 
the premise thai regional qualifying would be approved. 

"Being an administrator," Murphcy said, "my biggest concerns are: 
How much class time are the athletes going to miss, and how is the 
financial impact going to be handled? If athletes participate in the 
championships for the entire time, they could miss almost two weeks 
of class. 

"The subcommittee is very concerned when exams are scheduled 
and how much class the athletes are going to miss. That's why we sur- 
veyed administrators. Then, there's the financial impact Will the NCAA 
reimburse expenses? Can schools feel comfortable with regional qual- 
ifying if they have to come up with the budget to participate? Those 
two items are primary in the minds of administratbrs." 

dhar queslbns 

On the number of teams at the championships, coaches and admin- 
istrators clearly favor the current championships field of 20; 155 of 
224 respondents (69 percent) prefer keeping the field intact Seventy- 
five percent of individuals associated with top-25 teams voted for a 20- 
team format 

Finally, the survey inquired about the competition format. Options 
included the "3-6" format (doubles followed by singles with all match- 
es being best-two-of-three sets), the Division I men's format (three 
eight-game pro-set doubles matches worth one point, followed by six 
singles matches played best-two-of-three sets), the current format or 
another format 

There was no clear favorite, as 38.4 percent selected the current for- 
mat and 36.2 percent chose the men's format 

Murphey says the survey results are invaluable, but admits the issue 
is far from settled. 

"This will be the primary agenda item at our summer meeting," she 
said. "We may have to consider restructuring regions or at least look 
back over history and see which regions have had the most success. 
We will contiiiue to study and invesiigace all qfiiiipas we stay cb^i- 
ttihted to recommending what is best for collegiate tenntis and the stu- 
dent-athlete."

Supported by survey 

I he sutjcoimnittees decided to 
forward the proposals to the Kxe 
cutive Committee after surveying 
Division II coaches arid allifetics 
directors. Of 220 surveys returned, 
more ifian 70 percent favored the 
team-only concept. 

"We've fjeen trying to make this 
go for three or four years," said 
Bryant.

Regional realigrimem dominat- 
ed discussion during the NCAA 
Division I Women's Volleyball 
Committee's February 22-25 meet- 
ing in Austin, Texas. 

After reviewing reasons for 
realignment and comments and 
suggestions from coaches and ad- 
ministrators, the committee decided 
to recommend to the NCAA 
Executive Committee a realignment 
from four regions into eight dis- 
tricts. 

Under the proposal, eight teams 
would be seeded into the champi 
onship on a national basis. Each of 
the eight teams would be placed in 
different districts with the highest- 
ranked team staying in its natural 
district wherever possible. 

Teams would be placed in the 
bracket so that if seeded teams 
advance, the following would meet 
in the regional finals: Nos. 1 and 8; 
Nos. 2 and 7; Nos. 3 and 6, and Nos. 
4 and 5. 

The eight districts then would 
feed into the following four 
regions: East, Central, Mountain 
and Pacific. District pairings for 
regional tournaments would be 
rotated with consideration given to 
containment of travel costs (see 
accompanying chart). 

The coinniittee formulated the 
proposal based on the following

Penn State appears ready to return to winner's circle 



Event: 1994 National Collegiate Men's and Women's 
Fencing Championships. 

Overview: After finishing second overall in the last 
two championships, Penn State is poised to repeat its 
title-winning performances of 1990 and 1991. The 
Nittany Lions have a deep, balanced squad that features 
five all-Amcricans — at least one at each weapon — and 
individual champions fhomas Str/alkowski (sabre, 1992 
and 1993), Olga Chernyak (1992) and Olga 
Kalinovskaya (1993). Defending champion Columbia- 
Barnard still is strong but not as dominant as in the past; 
the Lions will join Yale, Princeton, St. John's (New 
York), Pennsylvania and New York University on the list 
of Eastern powers trying to derail Penn State. Notre 
Dame and Stanford are Ijesi in the Midwest and West, 
respectively. The Fighting Irish arc strongest in men's 
and women's foil, and the Cardinal will contend for the 
women's foil crown. Once again, the key to the overall 
team title will be the epee team event; it is the most 
unpredictable weapon, and it is fenced last. Only one 
team has claimed the overall title without winning the 
team epee. 

Field: Eight three-man teams will compete for team 
tides in each of three men's weapon events: foil, epee 
and sabre. Twelve four woman teams will compete for 
the team title in women's foil. Minimum fields of 24 
fencers will compete for individual titles in women's foil 
and men's foil, epee and sabre. The N(;AA Executive 
Committee has authorized a maximum of 154 fencers to 



compete in the combined scoring championships. 

Dotes and site: Brandeis will host the chanipionships 
March 18 22. 

Results: Championships results will appear in the 
March 30 issue of The NCAA News. 

Championships notes: This will be the fifth year for 
the combined men's ancl women's championships and 
the last under the current scoring system. In 1995, wom- 
en's cpcc will be added and all l ompetitors will he 
selected on an individual basis. Teams will accumulate 
points according to the performance of their fencers in 
each of five weapon events: men's epee, foil and sabre 
and women's epee and foil. ...No team has finished in 
the lop three overall without cjualifying a weapon squad 
in all four events, and no team has taken the overall title 
with a weapon stjuad finishing lower than fifth.

Three-time defending champion Iowa braces for the return of Oklahoma State 



Event: 1994 Division 1 Wrestling Championships. 

Overview: Iowa — which won a record nine straight 
team titles from 1978 to 1986 — is on another streak. The 
Hawkeycs arc shooting for their fourth consecutive team 
championship. The dual-meet season, however, wasn't 
(]uite up to usual Iowa standards. Dan ( iable's squad went 
1 13, dropping three matches for the first time since 1 988, 
when it fitiished second nationally. No one, however, is 
sounding the Iowa death toll. Lasi year figured to be a 
dogfight with no clear-cut favorite, and Iowa ran away 
from the pack. Even so, Oklahoma State — with three 
wrestlers nnikcd first at their weights (Iowa has none) and 
absent last year because of probation — appears to be the 
favorite on paper. Minnesota, which never has finished 
better than fourth in the championships, went 20-2 in 
duals, beating both Iowa and Oklahoma State.

I. Introduction. 

A. Case chronology. 

Ill Oilobcr 15)91. ihe- Parifii 10 
("oiiferente learned that a Washin^loii 
Stale University student alhlele who had 
worked in the institution's athletics dep.irt- 
meitl had. in a<ldiiion to his pay, received 
a waiver of tile nonresident ponion of his 
tuition and fees. In Novciiiher lO'll, the 
associate connnissioiier of ihc I'acific-lO 
Conference visited the institution and, 
with officials of the institution, investi 
gated the situation. I'hcy learned that 
nonresident student-athletes in the base- 
ball and men's cross country and track 
and field programs had been granted 
nonresideiu tuition waivers based on their 
employinent al the liislitlltion. The stu 
dcni-alhletes' wages had been prrjperly 
counted in the institution's ecpiivalency 
financial-aid calculations, but the value of 
the tuition waivers had not been counted 
even though the equivalency calculation 
included the lull out-of-state grant 
amount. 

As a result, the Pacific- H) Conference, 
on February 7, 1992. issued a Notice of 
Charges. The institution Immediately iniii- 
atcd an internal investigation. As part of 
the investigation, the University OfFice of 
Internal Audits conducted iniei'views with 
sliideni-aihletes. coaches and athletics 
adiuinisttalot's, and reviewed student time- 
cards and all related documents filed in 
the iiistitiitic>n's offices. In addition to the 
violations steiiiiiiiiig liiiiii student employ- 
ment and waivers of nonresident tuition, 
several other secc>ndary violaiioiis were 
discovered. 

After completion of Ihe llislllution's 
iiivesligatlon. during spring 1992, the 
Pacific 10 Confereiue Compliance and 
Knforcemeiit (^oiiiiuiltee held hearings 
with the institution's officials. I he 
committee Issued a report June llj, 199'2. 
The committee recommendations were 
approved by Ihe Pacific-U) (Council and 
ratified by the chief executive officers at a 
meeting June 20-21. 1992. The conference 
adopted the penalties, self-iinpcjsed by the 
institution, thai reduced the giants in aid 
in baseball and men's cross country and 
Irack and field for a period of four years. 
The conference added several penahies 
that included probation for a period of 
two years, annual conference compliance 
reviews during that period, a one-year ban 
on postseason competition in baseball and 
men's Irack and field, and forfeiture ol the 
I9H.') and 1991 conference team champi- 
onships in Irack and field. 

The conference then submitted its 
report to the NCAA. On October 2(5, 1992, 
the enforcement staff met with Ihe associ- 
ate commissioner and with administrators 
from the insiiiulion. The enforcement 
staff conducted Inierviews from October 
1992 until March 199.^ with several coach 
es. smdeni-athletes, athletics department 
and olher university administrators, ,iiid 
fcjrmer student-athletes and adminis- 
trators. 

The assistant executive director for 
enfc>rcement and eligibility appeals issued 
A letter of official int^uiry March 22, I99!l. 
The allegations in the official inquiry were 
identical to tlie violations conlaincd in the 
conference report except thai the official 
inquiry applied to a shotter period of time 
and named the head coaches of baseball 
and men's cross country and track and 
field in tlie allegation cjf lack of institu 
tional control. The enforcement staff ap 
plied the statute of llmilallr>ns set lonh in 
NCAA Bylaw :i2..'>.2 because the case did 
not present a pattern of willful violations 
I he (onference found lhal Its slalule of 
llinilalions did not apply and considered 
earlier incidents that the NCAA statute of 
limitations prevented the (x>inmittee on 
Infractions from considering. 

On September '\, I'M'A, the staff and the 
institution, with the consent of all involved 
individuals, jointly submitted a report to 
the NCAA Committee on lnfraclic)ns 
reciiiesiing use of the suimiiaiy-dispcjsition 
]>roc ecllires. The enforcement staff repoil- 
ed to the Committee on Inflactioiis that it 
believed the institution's Internal invesii 
gallon and the Pacific 10 Conference's 
investigation, combined with the en 
forccment stafFs inc|Uiries, bad resulted in 
a complete and thorough examination of 
the issues relating to potential violations 
of N(L\A legislation in the conduct of the 
athletics program al Washington Slate. 

The enforcement stall also reported to 
the committee lhal. during the processing 
of this case, the universily mel the level ol 
( ooperation required under NC;AA legisla 
lion. The enforcement siaff and the iini 
versiry agreed with Ihe lindlngs (ontained 
in the report and that Ihe findings consti 



Case summary 



The NCAA Coniinittce on Iiifraciions has placed the athletics pro- 
gram al Washington State University on probation for three years for 
violations of NCIAA legislation concerning athletics gratfts-in-aid. Wash- 
ington State violated university policy in granting nonresident tuition 
waivers for out-of-state student-athletes. 

The violations took place from the 1988 89 through the 1991-92 aca- 
demic years. The Pacific 10 Conference investigated the allegations 
and issued its Own report and penalties ijn 1992. 

Many out-ofistatc baseball and men's cross country and track abd 
field student-athletes received nrjiiresident tuition waivers against uni- 
versity policy. The policy requires that nonresident tuition waivers be 
awarded only to students who are employed for or in support of an 
academic department of the universily. The student athletes in c)ucs- 
tiot) were employed for the athletics department, which is not an aca- 
demic department. Also, some student-athletes were paid and given 
tuition waivers for work not performed. 

The athletics deparunent also failed to count the value of the nonresi- 
dent tuition waivers toward the total amount of financial aid awarded 
to sludent-athletes in the spoils involved. As a result, Washington State 
awarded more than the maximum grants-in-aid allowed in baseball 
and men's cross country and track and field. Washington State award- 
ed an average of 1.37 baseball grants and 2,10 cross country and track 
and field grants in excess of the limit during the four-year period. 

The Committee on Infractions also found NCAA niles violations, as 
re[X)iTed by the institution and found by the conference, in areas includ- 
ing: 

■ A faculty member provided funds lo a redshirl student athlete to 
participate in an open track meet, resulting in a benefit not available 
to olher students. 

■ Washington State provided financial aid trj a sludent-athlete who 
did not meet NCAA freshman eligibility requirements and allowed thai 
studeni-athleie to practice and compete. 

■ Washington Slate required student-athletes to spend more time 
in athletically related activities in excess of NCAA weekly litnits. 

The committee also found thai the baseball and men's cross coun- 
iry and track and field Cfjaches failed to exercise appropriate control 
and monitoring over their programs and that Washington State did 
not exercise appropriate institutional control and monitoring of those 
programs. 

The case was handled under the suinmaty-disposition procedure, 
which the institution and the NCAA enforcement staff can agree lo 
follow in major infi'actions cases. This process may be used if the mem- 
ber institution, involved individuals and NCAA enforcement staff agree 
on the facts and that those facts constitute major violations of NCAA 
legislation. The institution proposes suggested penalties, which the 
Committee on Infractions can accept, reject or change. 

In addition to the three-year probation, one year longer thati the 
period imposed by the Pacific-10 Conference, the committee adopted 
sanctions that were self imposed by Washington State and the con 
fcrcnce, including: 



I Reducing the number of grants in-aid in men's cross country and 
track and field and in men's baseball for four years. 

I Prohibiting postseason play in baseball and men's track and field 
for 1992-93. 

■ Forfeiting the conference championships in men's track and field 
in 1985 and 1991. 

The committee imposed the following additional penalties: 

■ Applying the repeat violator rule for five years. 

I Publicly reprimanding, censuring and placing the institution on 
probation for three years. 

B ReC]uii ing the coniinued development of the university's com- 
prehensive athletics educational program. 

■ Recertifying current athletics policies and practices. 

I he committee's findings normally would subject the institution to 
minimum penalties prescribed by the NCAA membership for major 
violations. These penalties include a two-year probationary period, 
elimination of expen.se-paid recruiting ■visits for one year, elimination 
of off campus recruiting for one year, possible termination of the 
employment of all staff members who condoned the violations, ancl 
the loss of pxjstseason competition and television opportunities for one 
year. 

The NCAA membership has, though, given tlie committee the author- 
ity to impose lesser penalties if it determines lhal the case is unique. 
The committee concluded that this case was unique and therefore 
imposed less than the minimum set of penalties. In imposing its penal- 
ties, the committee took into consideration the following factors: 

B Washington Stale's cooperation with the Pacific 10 Conference 
and the N(;AA in the investigation and processing of the case, and 

■ Washington State's imposition of significant self-imposed cor 
rcctivc actions and penalties, including the establishment of adminis- 
trative procedures designed to ensure future rules compliance and 
institutional control, 

Washington State took the following corrective actions: 

B Banning additional recruitment in baseball, men's track and field 
and cross country for the 1 992-93 academic year. 

B Instituting a system to monitor awarding of grants-in aid. 

B Eliminatitig the jobs program that permitted student-athletes to 
work for the athletics department and that provided nrjnresident tuition 
waivers for the work, 

B Ctjnducting an audit r>f all compliance areas and instituting annu- 
al reviews. 

B Informing all individuals involved in the violations of the rele- 
vant NCAA regulations. 

B Accepting the retirement of the head baseball coach and reas- 
signing the head men's crcjss country and track and field coach to a 
pcisition outside of athletics. 

Washington State admitted the violation of NCAA rules under the 
summary-disposition procedure, accepted the penalties proposed by 
the Committee on Infractions, and waived its opportunity to appeal. 



luted major violations of NCAA rules. I he 
enforcement staff recommended that this 
case qualified for adjudication thirmgh the 
sumiiiary-dlspcjsitlon process. 

The Committee on Infractions consid- 
ered Washington .State's summary-disposi- 
tion report in Kansas City, Missouri. 
November 13. 199:^. 

B. Summary of the findings of viola- 
tions. 

The actions described in the summary- 
disposition report resulted in the following 
findings of violations of NCAA rules; 

■ (ir.uiling tuition waivers to studeut- 
.ithletcrs inconsistent with the institution's 
policy. 

■ Paying wages and gi.iiiling tuition 
waivers to student-athletes lor work that 
was not pertormed. 

■ (.ranting financial aid awards in 
excess of NC^A.'X lilliits for baseball, men's 
cross country and track and field by ex- 
cluding the value of nonresident tuition 
waivers from e(|uivalency calculations. 

■ Providing funds lo a rcdsbin student 
athlete to parllcipate in an open track 
meet. 

■ Providing financial aid lo <ind per- 
initllng practice and coiiipetlti<ni by a stu- 
dent athlete who did not meet NCAA ini 
tial eligibility i e(|liirements. 

■ Requiring athletically related activi-

II. Specific findings of violations. 

A. INCAA Bylaws 12.1.2-(a), 12.4.l-(a), 
15.01.2 and 15.3.2.1] 

During the 1988-89 through 1991-92 
academic years, many iioiilesideni base- 
ball, men's cross country, and track anti 
field student-athletes received nonresident 
tuition waivers contrary to university poli- 
cy as a result of their employment in the 
athletics department. Their employment 
was not consistent with university policy 
that required such employment to be for 
or in support of an ai ademic depanmeiit 
of the Inslitlttlc^n in order to cjualify for a 
waiver. .Some student-athletes received 
wages and were provided nonresident 
tuition for wot k not performed 

The problems with regard to violations 
of the inslittitlon's policy began wlieii a 
St. lie slalule was enacted in 1982 that 
permiltecl iihtion waivers only lor wi>ik 
])erformed for or in support of an ,ic;t- 
demic department. The institution's audit 
and interviews conducted as part of the 
conference's and NCAA enforcement 
staff's investigations revealed tlial some of 
the work did not qualify under the statute 



Tlie bead men's cross country and track 
and field coach did not provide the appro- 
priate job descriptions to the athletics busi- 
ness office. Rather, he kept these job 
descriptions, which did not meet the 
statute's lequiremcnis. in his files. Some 
students did not work sufficient hours to 
qualify for aid under the statute, even 
tliougli the studcnis' liiiiecards stated that 
they worked sufficient hours. In one case, 
the head baseball coach admitted lhal in 
1991 92 he coniinued lo sign timecards for 
an injured student athlete even though he 
was aware tliat Ibe student-athlete was not 
performing the work specified on tlie 
timecards. 

B. [NCAA Bylaws 15.02.3.1 and 15.5.3.1] 
During the 1988-89 through 1991-92 
academic years, the institution exceeded 
the NCAA liiiancial aid limits of grants 
111 aid in baseball and 14 in men's cross 
couiiti7 and track and field by excluding 
from the ecpiivalency calculations the 
ncjnresident tuition waivers provided to 
student athletes who were employed by 
ttie attlletics depaninent, as mentioned in 
Pari ll-A. The following ctiart identifies 
the excess number of e(|uivalency grants- 
in-aid awarded:

The faculty member appeared to act on 
Iiis own, consistent with liis support of 
nonathlelcs at Iht school, and without 
knowledj^e that his payment constiiuied a 
violation ot NCAA regulations. 

D. [NCAA Bylaws 14.3. 1 .3. 1-(a) and 
14.3.2.1.1] 

The uni\ersily awarded an athletics 
^anl-in-aid lo a men's track and field stu- 
dent-athlete and allowed him to practice 
and compete during the spring 199'2, a 
time wlien ifie sludent-athlele did not 
meet NCAA initial-eligibility requirements. 
Specifically, the student-athlete did not 
meet the requirement tlial the minimum 
entrance lest scores must be achieved no 
later than July 1 immediately preceding 
the individual's first full-time enrollment 
or al the end ol the lertii in which the 
individual completed high scliool gradua 
lion requirements. The Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test score utilized to certify the stu- 
dent-athlete's eligibility for the spring 
semester 1992 was obtained in December 
1991. 

During the spring term 1992, the stu- 
dent-athlete, who had completed his sec- 
ondary education in another country, 
competed in five indoor and three out 
door track meets. He had been cenified as 
eligible by an administrative a-ssistant in 
the institution's compliance office after 
receiving information from the men's 
fiead track and field coach who believed 
that the rules regarding the liming of test 
scores were different for foreign students. 
Upon learning of the error, the sludent- 
athlele was declared ineligible; he with- 
drew from the institution at the end of (be 
1992 spring term. 

E. [NCAA Bylaw 17.1.5.1] 

For a period of time during the 1991-92 
academic year, baseball .student-athletes 
engaged in comilable athletically related 
activities for mote than tour hours per day 
and 20 hours per week. 

I he excess countable activity resulted 
from a conditioning activity th,it was 
viewed as volunlary by the coaches but as 
required by the student-athletes. Re\iew 
of lliis issue also revealed that the insti- 
tulHjn had used a new and cxj^eiuneiilid 
method, which the h.iscb.dl sludent-ath- 
letrs did not understand, lo track count- 



able activities- As a result, the aiturac y of 
the records was unreliable. 

F. [NCAA Bylaw 15.3.5.1] 

After gradating the athletics aid of two 
hasehall studenl-allileles subsequent lo 
the 1991-92 academic year, the institution 
tailed Ifj notify them of their opportunity 
lor a hearing before the institutional 
agency making the award. 

G. [NCAA Constitution 2.1.1, 2.1.2 and 
6.01.1, and Bylaws 12.1.2-(a), 12.4.1-(a), 
15.01.2 and 15.3.2.1] 

1 The scope and nature c^f ihe above 
findings demonslrale a lack of appropriate 
insiitutional control and monitoring of the 
athletically related employment of sludent- 
athletes, the granting of nonresident 
tuition waivers and the awarding of finan- 
cial aid within NCAA regulaiioiis. 

2. The institution's head baseball coach 
and ihe institution's head men's cross 
country and track and field c oach failed to 
demonstrate appropriate control and 
monitoring of the jobs performed by base- 
ball and men's cross country and track 
and field student-athletes who received 
nonresident tuition waivers. I he men's 
cross c oviniry and track and field cc>acb 
was also the athletics compliance and 
eligibility administrator until 19S9. 

III. Committee on Infractions penolties. 

For the reasons sel lonli in this report, 
tlie Cominitlee on Infractions found ttiat 
this case involved several major violations 
of NCAA legislation that occurred after 
September 1, 198.5. NCAA Bylaw 19 5 2.2. 
as adopted by the Association's member- 
ship, requires prescribed minimum penal- 
tics, subject to exceptions authorized by 
the Committee on Infractions in unique 
cases on the basis of specifically stated rea- 
sons. The mandatory penalties include: 
(a) a two-year probationary period (includ 
ing a periodic, in-person monitoring sys- 
tem and written institutional reports); (b) 
the elimination of all expense -paid 
recruiting visits to the institution in the 
involved sport for one reciuiling year, (c) 
a requirement that all coaching staff mem- 
bers in tiie sport be prohibited from 
engaging in any off campus recruiting 
activities for one recruiting year; (d) a 
requirement that all institutional staff 
members determined by the Committee 
on Infractions knowingly to have engaged 
in or ccjiidoned a major violation be sub- 
lect either lo termination of employment, 
suspension without pay for al least one 
year, or reassignmeni f»f duties within the 
institution to a pcjsilion that does not 
include contact with prospective or 
enrolled student-athletes or representa- 
tives of the institution's athletics interests 
for at least one year; (e) one year of sanc- 
tions precluding posiseason competition 
in the sport; (t) one year ot sanctions pre- 
cluding television appearances in ihe 
sport, and (g) institutional recertificalion 



that the cmTent athletics policies and prac- 
tices conform to all re{|uiiements of NCAA 
regulations. 

The Ccjinmittee on Infractions deter- 
mined that (his was a unicpie case in 
which the institution should receive less 
than the full set of miniminn penalties 
otherwise recjuired by Ki'.AA legislation. 
The factors upon which this delernnna 
tion was based included: Ihr^rc^ugh coop- 
eration with the l*acit"ic-10 Conference 
and the NCAA in the investigation and 
reporting of violations; cooperation in the 
processing of the case; and, most signifi- 
cantly, imposition of significant institu 
tional penalties and strong disciplinaiy 
and corrective actions, including the 
establislimeni of administraiive pic^ce- 
dures designed to ensure thai the insti- 
tution will comply with the principles of 
institutional control and rules compliance 
in Ihe future. 

A. Self-imposed corrective actions and 
penalties. 

I he institution undertook the following 
coneciive actions: 

1 Placed a h.m on recruiting additional 
scholarship student athletes in baseball 
and men's cross country and track and 
field lor Ihe 1992-9:^ academic year. 

2. Recalculated the equivalencies, using 
the correct methodology, f(»r eac h pro- 
gram and implemented a system for moni- 
toring aid awards- 

3. F.liminaied the jobs program that per- 
mitted student-athletes lo work for the ath- 
letics depanment in connection with work 
ostensibly done for the physical education 
depanment, an academic unit. Also eliim 
naied the program that provided employ 
ment-based tuition waivers for such work. 
The Committee on Infractions assumed 
that the elimination of these programs was 
permanent and adopted such a perma- 
nent elimination as a penally in this 
action 

4. Conducted a self-audit of all compli- 
ance areas in the athletics department and 
instituted annual compliance reviews of 
randomly selected sports. 

5. Informed all individuals involved in 
the violations of the relevant NCAA regu 
lations. 

(i. Accepted the retirement of the head 
baseball coach effective al the end of the 
academic year. May ir», 1994, and reas- 
signed the head men's lra< k and field 
coac h to duties in another part of ihe in- 
slitution unrelated lo athletics, fnlly effec- 
tive May 1.5, 1994. The head baseball 
coach held his position for ^^2 years and 
had tenure at the institution. The head 
men's track and field coach held his po- 
sition for 2.5 years. As of September 199S, 
40 percent of his time already was devoted 
lo his new position. 

Had the instilulion cUid the c(ja< hes not 
agreed to make such changes in status and 



activity, the institution would have been 
required to show cause in accordance with 
Bylaw l9 5.2-l-(m) why it should not be 
subject lo additicjnal penalties if it had 
failed to take appropriate disciplinary 
action against each coach. 

B. Penalties imposed by the institution 
and the Pacific- 10 Conference. 

The institution self-imposed a number 
of penalties that were ratified subsequent 
ly by the Pacific-lO Conference. The 
(;ommittee on Intraclions accepted and 
adopted these institutional penalUes: 

1. For a period of fcnir years, commenc- 
ing with the 1992-9;i academic year, the 
men's cross country and track and field 
program will lie held to a limit of three 
fewer equivalency grams in aid per year 
than the maximum permiiied under 
NCAA regulations. 

2. For a period of four years, commenc- 
ing with the 1992-9!i academic year, the 
baseb.tll jjlogiculi will be held to a limit of 
I iewer eciuivalency grants-in-aid per 
year than the maximum permitted under 
NCAA regulations. 

C. Penalties imposed by the Pacific-10 
Conference. 

The committee adopted as its own Ihe 
following penalties that the Pacific 10 
(Conference imposeti: 

1. I he institution did nol participate in 
postseason play, including N(^AA and 
Pacific-10 Conference championships, in 
baseball and men's track and field during 
the 1992 93 academic year. 

2. The university forfeited the confer- 
ence championships won by its men's 
track and field team in 1985 and 1991. 

D. Additional penalties imposed by the 
Committee on Infractions- 

I. The institution shall be publicly rep- 
rimanded and censured, and placed on 
NCAA prohalion lor a period of three 
years from June 21, 1992, the date thai the 
institution was placed on probation by the 
Pacific-10 Conference. Tliis penally is one 
year longer than the conference proba- 
tionary period. 

2 The institution shall be subject to the 
provisions of NC^AA Kylaw 19..^>-2-'^, con- 
cerning repeat violators, for a five-year pe- 
liod begiiiningjune 21, 1992, the date that 
the institution was placed on probation by 
the Pacific-IO Conference. 

3. During the period cjf probation, and 
to the extent it lias not already done so, 
the instilulion shall develop and imple- 
ment a comprehensive education pro- 
gram, including iides seminars and test- 
ing, lo instruct coaches, the iaciiliy athlet- 
ic s representative and athletic s de- 
partinent personnel on NCAA legislation. 
In addition, the education program sh.ill 
iiu ludr ,dl university siaff members with 
resj)onsil)ility for the c:ertificatioii of stu- 
dent-athleles for admission, relenlion or 



competition. The institution shall submit a 
preliminary lepon by April 15, 1994, set- 
ling fonfi a scfiedule for establishing this 
compliance and educational program, and 
tile annual progress reports with the ad- 
ministrator for the NCAA (Committee on 
Infractions by July 1 of each year during 
the probationary period. Particular 
emphasis should be placed oxt all aspects 
of regulations governing athletically relal 
ed financial aid and the eslablishmeni of 
initial eligibility. This penalty is in addi- 
tion to the two an nual Pacific- 1 0 
Conference compliance reviews. 

i. The institution shall forfeit the team 
standings in hasetiall and men's cross 
country and track and field, if any, in 
NCAA championship play in which ineli- 
gible siudent-aihletes or student-athletes 
who should have been declared ineligible 
participated during the 1988-89 through 
1991-92 academic years. 

.f) I he institution shall recertify thai all 
of its athletics policies and practices con 
form to all recjuiremenis of N(AA legisla- 
tion. 

fhe Committee on Infracticjns reminds 
the instilulion thai under Bylaw .^1.2.2-4 
(a), the records of ineligible men's cross 
country and track and field studeni-aih- 
leies who placed in NCAA championship 
competition during the 1988-89 through 
1991-92 academic years will be vacated. 

Because Washington State agreed to 
participate in the summary-disposition 
process, admitted the violations of NCAA 
rules and accepted the penalties proposed 
by the Committee on Infraclions. the uni- 
versity waived its opportunity to appeal the 
decisions made in this case. 

The Committee on Infractions wishes 
to advise the institution thai when the 
penalties in this case beccjine effective, the 
institution should take every precaution to 
ensure that their terms are observed. The 
commiltee intends lo monitor the penal 
lies during their effective periods, and any 
action contrary to the lerms of any of the 
penalties shall be considered grounds for 
extending |he insliluticjn's prc^bationary 
period and could lead to the imposition of 
yiore severe sanctions in ihis case. 

Should any portion of any of the penal- 
lies in this c ase be set aside for any reason 
other than by appropriate action of the 
Association, the penalties shall be recon- 
sidered by the Committee on Infraclions. 
Should <niy actions by NCAA ("(jnvenlions 
directly or indirec tly modify any provision 
of these penalties or the effect of these 
penalties, the cc»mmitlee reserves the l ighl 
|(j review ,iiul lecfnisidcr (he penalties.

Survey form seeking information on need-based financial aid models is approved

The survey is being conducted in 
conjunction with a study of need- 
based financial aid systems tliat was 
recomniended last year by the 
NCAA Special Committee to Review 
Financial Conditions in Inier- 
collcgiatc Athletics and the NCL\A 
Ciender-Equity Taslt Force. 

Divisions I and II institutions 
adopted a resolution al the 1994 
N(;AA (Convention directing the 
financial aid and amateurism com- 
mittee to study financial aid mod- 
els that would permit grants for 
tuition and fees and award addi- 
tional assistance on a need basis. 

The resolution directs the com 
mittcc to prepare a report on the 
issue for the 1995 Convention and 
to submit legislation, if appropriate, 
for consideration at the 1996 
Convention. 

The committee is charged with 
studying need-based aid ttiodels 
that would accomplish the goal of 
reducing cosLs without denying stu- 
dents access to higher education or 
significantly altering the competi- 
tive balance among NCAA institu- 



tions. 

Ojmmittee members also dis- 
cussed at their recent meeting a 
timetable for the study. Plans call 
for the committee to analyze results 
of the survey this summer ancl to 
prepare a preliminary rejjort for tlie 
fall meeting of the NCAA Council. 

The committee tlien will prepare 
a report for the C-onvention, as 
directed by the resoluticm. 

In a related matter, inembers 
agreed on several components diat 
should be included in any model 
that eventually is formulated and 
considered by the committee. 

Those components, which are 
intended to maintain as many con- 
cepts as possible that currently are 
used in financial aid legislation, are 
as follows: 

■ Models should set forth grant 
limits for each spoit. 

■ rhey should permit use of 
both head-count and equivalency 
methodologies. 

■ The current limits on a full 
grant-in-aid and Pell Grant com- 
bined should remain essentially 
utichanged. 



Other highlights 



In other actions al its February 2H'March 1 meeting in 
Amelia Island, Florida, the Committee on Financial Aid 
and Amateurism: 

■ Discussed various questions that have been 
refeiTed to the committee that relate in one way or 
another to sport-by-sport grant-in-aid limits in 
Divisions I and II. The committee agreed to con 
sider the feasibility of conducting a study on the 
establishment of principles for determining grant 
limits in all Divisions I and II men's and women's 
sports, and will ask the NCIAA Administrative 
Committee to consider whether such a study would 
be appropriate. 

■ Reviewed committee-recommended projiosals 
considered at the 1994 Convention, and recom- 
mended to the NCIAA (Council that it sponsor again 
in 1993 a proposal to retjuire that state reciprocity 
agreements be considered financial aid fot student- 
athletes participating in spoils other than Division 
I football, basketball and ice hockey. The commit- 
tee also asked the Council to rec]uesl a pre 
(Convetiliotl intetpretatirjn thai would provide for 
the membership an example of the application of 
tliat profKJsed legislation. A proposal reg-arding slate 
reciprocity agreements (Proposal No. 82) was defeat 
cd at the 1994 Convention. 



■ Reviewed a proposed definition of a profcs 
sional athletics team or league that was developed 
by the NCAA Olympic Sports Liaison Committee, 
and endorsed the definition with minor editorial 
revisions. The Olympic Sports Liaison Committee 
wishes to propose legislation, possibly for the 1995 
Convention, that would establish a new definition 
that is applicable to both foreign and domestic stu- 
dent-athletes. The fiiianc ial aid and amateurism 
committee also recoiiuiiended a review of effects 
the definition may have on other amateurism leg 
islation. 

■ Recommended that the (Council adjust by f>3 
percent the minimum aggregate expenditure for 
financial aid under Division I membership require- 
ments for the 1995 96 academic year. The Council 
is required by NCAA Bylaw 2().9.1.2-(b) to adjust 
aiirutally the minimum aggregate antount for infla- 
tion. The recommendation would result in a 6.5 per 
cent increase from the 1994-95 minimum aggregate 
expenditines of $269,000 in men's sports and 
$269,000 in women's spoils (excluding football and 
men's and women's baskettjall). For ati institution 
that does nol sponsor men's or women's basketball, 
the minimum aggregate expenditure would be 
$350,000 for the gender without basketball.

Involving more players 

By doubling the championships 
fields from eight to 16 teams, 224 
men and women (112 each) would 
compete al the championship. 
Those numbers more than double 
when regional-qualifying tourna- 



ments are included. Currently, 180 
men and women (9() each) coiripete 
al the championships — seven play- 
ers f rom eacti of the eight compet- 
ing teams (.^)ti) and 34 singles and 
doubles pailicipanls. 

IiK leased team and pailicipation 
numbers are not the proposal's 
only results. By limiting the cham- 
pionships lo leam-only, four-day 
events at a common site, studenl- 
alhleies would miss less class time 
and championship expenses likely 
woukl decrease. (Aurenlly, the 
men's and women's championships 
are each seven-day events held at 
different sites. 

"The team format is a good 
choice, " said Andreas Koth, men's 
tennis coach at Armstrong State 
(College. "It saves a little money and 
time. (Under the current formal) if 
you qualify for individual champi- 
onships and your team also cjuali- 



fies, you could miss 10 oi 1 I days. 
This way, you miss only four days. " 

While Koth favors the changes, 
he is concerned alxjut liow leiinis 
will be selected for regioiial-(|iiali- 
fying play. Koth says the current 
regional alignmeni would not jjco- 
vide fair represeiilalioii. 

"We still have to lc)ok al ibe issue 
more closely,' be said. "If we go 
with legional play, we have lo look 
at tbe strength of e;i< b region and 
maybe subdivide oi create new 
regions. If we go to regioiials, we 
want to get the tojj 16 teams in (ihe 
tournament) and not just have a 
washed-oul field. 1 have nothing 
agiiiiisl regirmali/.alion, but wc have 
to look at it very carefully." 

Financial savings doubted 

Critics argue that regional-quali- 
fying tournaments will offset ariy 
financial savings and do nothing 



more than shift the financial bur- 
den lo iiistilutioiis. Bryaiil says llial 
is not true. 1 le says regional tout - 
namcnts, while unofficial, ali eady 
are held. Division I men's tennis is 
ihe only NCAA championship cur- 
reiilly using regional-C|ualifying 
ujurnamenis. 

" 1 hal, in essence, is how we get 
our rankings, " he said. "I'lus, co;icb- 
es know wlielliei they have a shot 
lo go to a legional. l liey know 
whether they have a to])-10 te;nii 
and they can plan accordingly. 
Paying our own way is a drawback, 
but we kind of do it anyway." 

Another criticism is that the team- 
only formal excludes singles and 
doubles jjlayers and leams lacking 
depth. 

Koth, who coached 1992 men's 
singles champion Philipj) .Sc hertel 
(Armstrong State has won two C)! 
the past three men's singles lilies), 



disagiees. He says the pi opcjsal pro- 
vides teams with a much belter 
ch;ince of competing for ihe 
national cham|)ionsliip, ami points 
out that individual players still could 
attain recognition via ihc Rolex 
Collegiate Champioiishi])s spon- 
sored by lite Intercollegiiite fennis 
Association. 

'Since ibey iiu leased ihe field lo 
1() (leams), I think il is j)r}ssiblc lor 
a leaiii with one or two good play- 
ers to have a cbanc e al i]iialilyiiig," 
he said. "If a team gels a really gocxl 
player, llial coach is likely lo sur- 
round that player with olber decent 
players, ll is possible, with the 
increase from eight lo H) leams, lhal 
a No. 5 or 6 team from a regicMi 
would have a shot (al (]ualilying)." 

I'hat, says Biyant, is the basis of 
the proposal: to give as many teams 
as possible a chance at the nation- 
al championship.

The amazing support structure 
of f amily, friends and bealtb-care 
professionals behind this gi cup C)f 
athletes may well respond with 
even greater support for an inclu- 
sive athletics department's other 
programs. 

Does it really make sense lo 
engage in an expensive lon- 
frontation in the courts over eiiui- 
ly among athletes when the law 
clearly mandates it? An institution 
thai does so wastes scarce re- 
sources, clearly creates a climate of 
unfairness and second-class status 
for the excluded athletes and oth- 
er students, and perhaps puts 
Federal funds for student loans, 
faculty research and iiislilulional 
development at risk. 

So even if an institution remains 
reluctant to suppxjit wheelchair atb 
letics for whatever rcasoris, making 
this commitment still is the per- 
centage play. The law makes that 
clear. 

Besides, it is the right thing to do.

Division II institutions should note that with the adoption 
of Proposal No. 1 15 (effective immediately), the number of 
consecutive calendar days during which the 15 spring foot- 
ball practice sessions must be completed has been increased 
from 21 to 29. During its Februaiy 25, 1992, telephone con- 
ference, the NCAA Interprelalions Committee determined 
that an institution has the discretion to determine the prac- 
tice activities that may occur during noncontact sessions (e.g., 
blocking dummies), provided no football gear or protective 
equipment other than head gear, shoes, pants and porous, 
light-weight jerseys are worn by the involved players. 
Accordingly, it is not permissible for the involved student- 
athletes to wear shoulder pads during noncontact sessions.

Contact with parents at site of competition 

Member institutions should note that with the adoption of 
Proposal No. 165 (effective immediately), the restrictions on 
contacting a prospect's parent(s) prior to a contest on the day 
or days of competition have been eliminated. Accordingly, 
it is permissible for recruiting contact to be made with a 
prospect's parent(s) prior to an athletics competition in which 
the prospect is a paiticipant during the day or days of com- 
petition, provided the contact occurs during a contact peri- 
od and is considered a countable contact. This legislation 
was not intended to pemiit recruiting contacts with parents 
of prospects outside a contact period.

I basketball committee takes extraordinarily thorough steps in selecting at-large teams

der about the seeding of partici 
pants, and why their favorite team 
is being shipped to some faraway 
region. 

These armchair committee mem- 
bers arrive at their conclusions with 
a limited amount of information, 
most of which — it is probably safe 
to say — comes in the fomi of a top)- 
25 poll or stories in local newspa- 
pers or sports tiiagazines. 

Thoraugh process 

For the nine official members of 
the committee, however, identify- 
ing the 34 at-large teams for the 
tournament is a time-consuming 
and extraordinarily thorough 
process thai seeks to ensure that all 
301 Division I men's basketball 
teams are judged by the same stan- 
dards. 

The public is far less likely lo 
have as much information as the 
committee has at its disposal when 
it holds its selection meetings. 

"I think the public has to rely 
upon information that is supplied 
lo them," said Tom Butters, athlet- 



ics director at Duke University and 
chair of the Division I Men's 
Basketball Committee. "That infor- 
mation is with the polls, (Jeff) 
Sagarin (whose computer rankings 
appear in USA Today) or columns. 
They in no way complete the puz- 
zle. Tlie public tends to accept those 
rankings as being complete. 

"There must be (something like) 
20 difl'erent tests. The accumulation 
of the data begins to separate teams 
that, at the outset, look the same." 

"The public normally just looks 
at the won-lost record of the team," 
said Ralph McFillen, commission- 
er of the Metropolitan Collegiate 
Athletic Conference and a member 
of the committee. "They don't have 
access to all of that infomiation (we 
have). They're dependent on the 
polls." 

Battling perceptions 

The committee has, because of 
perceptions that its selection pio- 
cecditigs were too subjective and 
secretive, taken steps to give the 
public a heller understanding of the 
process — including making avail- 
able the basic formula of the ratings 



percentage index. The index is a 
mathematical ranking of teams 
based on several components that 
the committee uses as one of many 
tools to help ensure that no teams 
are overlooked. Butters said. 

"For a number of years, and this 
past year, we did something about 
that (public perception)," he said. 
"We did everything we could lo 
indicate that there aren't nine inen 
with green visors in a smoke-filled 
room." 

Butters said that most members 
of the committee generally agree 
on nearly two do/.cn ot the at-large 
teams for berths in the champi- 
onship. Deteniiining the last 10 or 
so is where it becomes difficult, he 
said. 

"I think we all cfjuld agi ee on the 
first 20 to 25 at large teams," Butters 
said. "It's the rest of those that sep 
aratc us." 

McFillen, who is in his second 
year on the committee, agreed with 
Butlers. 

"My one year experience is that 
it is not too difficult to idennfy the 
majority of the at-large teams," he 



said. "The latter part of the field 
gets very difficult. It gets tougher 
down toward the end of the at-large 
teams." 

Bubble bursting 

Those last 10 or so teams usual- 
ly are in third, fourth or perhaps 
fifth place in stronger conferences. 
They generally are not ranked in 
the top-25 iialic>nal polls. 

These "bubble" teams normally 
find themselves listed in the same 
vicinity in the RPI rankings, says 
Gary K. Johnson, NCAA assistant 
statistics coordinator. 

"Teams ranked in the high 30s, 
40s, low 5()s..., " Johnson said. 
"Those are your classic bubble 
teams." 

Bubble teams can have their bub 
bles burst if a significant number of 
less-regarded teams win postseason 
tournaments in conferences with 
automatic bids. Those upsets drive 
up the number of high-quality 
teams that get into the tournament 
as at-large selections. 

The RPI demonstrates how sub 
tie the difference between bubble 
teams can be. For instance, in the 



preconference-tournament RPI, 
only .0004 of a rating point sepa- 
rated the No. 33 team from No. 34. 
The gaps are not always that nar- 
row, butjohnson said it illustrates 
the committee's dilemma in distin 
guishing one team from another. 

Everything examined 

But because die selection process 
is as thorough as it is. Butters said 
he is never uncomfortable about 
the committee's decisions. 

"My nightmare is that we've 
made our selections and that we've 
left someone out," Butters said. "Is 
there a possibility that we left some- 
one out? It's a very thorough, com- 
prehensive system and the likeli- 
hood of missing someone really is 
not possilile." 

McFillen said that with tools such 
as the RPI and other information 
that the committee is provided, lit- 
tle room is lelt lor a team to be over- 
looked. 

"This is a very detailed process," 
he said. "There aren't two or three 
people dominating the process. 
There's hardly a stone left 
unturned."

games that will be played on cam- 
puses will nol be confirmed until 
after the conclusion of first round 
games — which means that some 
winners of first-round games may 
nol know of iheir second round 
destinations until less dian 48 hours 
before they are to be there 
(although second-round games 
generally will be played at the site 
of the higher-seeded team). 

Most noticeable change 

Linda M. Bnmo, associate com- 
missioner of ihe Big East 
Conference and in her first year as 
chair of the committee, said the 
committee deliberations leading up 
to the unveiling of the lournamenl 
brackets March 13 in Overland 



Park, Kansas, will not be the most 
noticeable change from the past. 

"The biggest difference we'll see 
is the logistics after everyone is 
selected," Bruno said. 

" The challenge of getting 32 
teams notified about where they are 
going (for second-round games) 
will be interesting," said I ricia Bork, 
NCAA group executive director for 
championships and event man 
agement. "We've prepared a pool 
of 32 people to help staff first- and 
second-round games. The upside 
is a Irjt more people are involved in 
helping to run their touriiainenl. 
It's also brought a lot of new, young 
administrators to assist us." 

More responsibilities 

For the committee, expansion of 
the championship alscj has meant 



watching more games and ingest- 
ing larger pieces of information, h 
has involved following mrjre close- 
ly the battles for second- and third- 
place finishes in conference races. 
It has — simply stated — meant 
more responsibilities. 

Still, that is nol as big a change as 
it miglil appear. Of the 16 addi- 
tional entries, only eight are at-large 
selections, increasing to 32 the 
number of teams that the commit- 
tee Ttiust select, in addition to the 32 
teams that receive automatic (juali- 
flcaiion for winning conference 
l)etihs. 

Wlial is different is the increased 
enthusiasm and excitement being 
generated for ihe women's basket- 
ball championship because of com- 
petitive conference postseason lour 
naments. 



"It's lieen really exciting," Bruno 
said. "One of the things that has 
happened is we are looking at more 
conference races. " 

Generating excitement 

"We don't have any liard data yet, 
so this is anecdotal, bul there's just 
a greater excitement about a lot of 
conference championships," liork 
said, "as evidenced by increased 
attendance. The explosion of wom- 
en's basketball tlial we were hoping 
for as more institutions experience 
the tournament is happening." 

The committee will enter a hotel 
room in Kansas City beginning 
March 10, flanked by a basketball 
season's worth of strength-of-sched- 
ule analyses, won-lost reccjrds, rat- 
ings jjerceniage index reports, 
home/road performances, iiifor- 



malion about how key injuries may 
have affected certain teams and 
cjther factors. 

"It's added more lo the work I've 
done," said Jean Lenii Ponsetto, 
associate athletics director at 
DePaul University and a member 
of the committee. "It hasn't been 
burdensome al all. It's really been 
enjoyable. There's a real, renewed 
enthusiasm on the pan of everyone. 

"I've watched more games with 
the thought of walcliing more sec- 
ond- and third-place (conference) 
games. I've concentrated on mcjre 
of those teams than I did last year. 
Last year I paid close attention to 
the top 70 teams or so. This year 
probably has meant another 50 
teams. It's been more paperwork." 

But mostly, it has meant more 
excitement.
